Two little Quiney boys living on 
Glendale road, the one four and the 
other five years of age, of learning 
that there had been a fire in Brockton 
on Sunday, and like most boys, anx- 
ious to see a fire, started off on foot 
Monday morning to see the Brockton 
fire. The eldest one had been over the 
carline the Saturday before on a Sab- 
bath school piecnie excursion and he 
acted as guide. They followed the car- 
line as far as South Braintree. When 
they did not turn up at dinner time as 
most boys of their age are apt to do, 
their parents became somewhat un- 
easy. Inquiries were made respecting 
them but no one had seen anything of 
them since morning More diligent 
search was about to be made when in 
the neighborhood of 3.30 P. M. the 
youthful pedestrians appeared in the 
back yards of their own homes. On 
being questioned as to where they had 
been they owned up at last that they 
had started to see the Brockton fire. 
They walked to South Braintree by the 
ear line. Being somewhat thirsty 
when they arrived at the pump there, 
they tried to get some water, but it 


would not respond to their weak 
touch. They found an apple tree near 
the street and resolved to appease 
their hunger by partaking of its fruit. 
| They met a boy who offered them a 
| penny for three apples but the eldest 
of the two to whom the offer was made 
thinking that an offer of that kind was 
not quite a “square deal” refused to 
comply with the terms. By this time 
they saw a gentleman from Quincy in 
his auto going toward Brockton. Their 
story is that they asked him for a ride 
and he promised to give them one 
when he returned. They sat down and 
waited for his return but when he did 
not turn up, they tried to get on a car, 
but the fates were against them. Be- 
ing disappointed in not seeing the fire, 
and somewhat disgusted at the cool- 
ness of the reception they got in 
Braintree, they concluded that after all 
there was no place like home. ‘Tired 
and hungry they arrived at their 
homes about the time stated. The lit-

MADERO PROMISE REALIZED, 


Some of the Comment Adverse to Ma- 
dero, but This Makes No Difference. 


People Share In the Liberty—No 
Abuses Followed Change. 


The Mexican press is “free.” That 
it should be was one of the many 
things promised by Madero, and local 
publishers did not wait for him to be 
formally elected before beginning to 
exercise their newly acquired right. 

Their assumption, however, was jus- 
tified. Emilio Vasquez Gomez, minis- 
ter of the department of interior, was 
not slow in publicly assuring the 
hewspaper owners that they could 
publish whatever they liked 

“The government is sure that the 
liberty of the press is the best way 
to obtain the efficient help of all news- 
papers s0 as to realize completely tbe 
ideas of the present government,” he 
said in a public statement on the sub- 
ject. 

That this unrestricted expression 1s 
stimulating has already been demon- 
strated. Whether it will prove intoxt- 
cating remains to be seen. Since the 
advent of Madero a dozen new perlodi- 
cals have been born, and as many 
more are said to be projected. Lack 
of advertising doubtless will force 
many of these youngsters into their 
graves, for the only reason apparent 
for their being in some instances is 
that some one wishes a medium of 
public expression. 


No One Spared by Writers. 
Most ef the new periodicals are 
small magazines, the majority devoted 
to the publication of satirical verse 
and prose, illustrated with caricatures. 
No one is spared by the writers and 
artists, but, as is natural, the most 
stinging—and sometimes vicious—work 
‘ates to those individuals who were 
nnected with the old regime. Among 
ie weekly periodicals is El] Ahuizote, 
a publication resurrected. This maga- 
Zine first appeared years ago, but be- 
cause of {ts cartoons of Limantour and 
other public men was suppressed. 
The daily newspapers give the most 
lively evidence of this “freedom.” El 
Impartial, a paper which has always 
been progovernment, has inserted un- 
der its head the word “Diario Indepen- 
diente,” and independent it is. It pub- 


lishes news and comment regardless | 


of how ft will be relished by Madero 
and his friends, for whom it pretends 
no love. 

The public also has caught the spirit 
of free speech, and almost all the pa- 
pers publish columns of comment fur- 
nished by readers.

A SERIES OF TESTS TO COME 


Admiral Hugo Osterhaus In Command 


—Battleship Maine Prevented From 
Participating by Death on Board— 
Aeroplanes Are to Be Exploited, an 
‘Innovation In the History of Naval 
Warfare 


Provincetown, Mass., Aug. 1.— 
| Cape Cod bay formed a theatre of 
mimic naval war last night for the 
greatest collection of ships of war 
ever gathered together under , the 
American flag. More than half a hun- 
dred warships participated in an at- 
tack of Cape Cod bay and the port 
of Provincetown. 

The North Atlantic  battleshiy 
fleet, in command of Admiral Oster- 
haus, formed in line of battle ir 
search for the torpedo boats and sub- 
| Marine attacking vessels. 

The torpedo boats received their in- 
structions for last night’s mimic fra) 
at satling time in the morning, but the 
battleship commanders were unin- 
formed as to their movements unti 
evening. 

The attack was the first of the 
practical maneuvers to follow th« 
gathering of the fleet here for thet 
summer play. 

It will be followed during the nex’ 
fortnight by a series of tests by night 
and by day of an aeroplane upon th« 
| battleship fleet. 

One more battleship, the Maine 
from New York, has joined the fleet. 

Twelve battleships steamed out int« 
| the bay, the Nebraska leading, wit! 
the Michigan and Delaware in the 
first division. The second divisio 
was led by the Vermont, the third lec 
by the Missouri and the fourth by the 
Virginia, the leading ship of each di 
vision swinging an admiral’s flag. 

Of the battleships, the Maine alone 
remained in harbor, prevented from 
participation in the day’s exercises b} 
the occurrence of death on board.

The rea- 
son given for the movement was that 
there was a shortage of water supply 
due to the great heat in Germany. 
Many believe that the cancellation of 
the maneuvers Was in connection with 
Germany's preparations for war. 

In the meantime France goes quiet- 
ly forward preparing for emergencies. 
It is regarded as_ significant that 


France has just succeeded in connect- | 


ing Paris with Morocco by wireless 
telegraphy. 

It is declared that messages have 
been exchanged with Fez, relaying at 
Oran, and that the installation of 
posts linking Paris with all points of 
Morocco is proceeding rapidly. 

The Matin of Paris refuses to 
prophesy the result of the trouble, 
remarking that it is all in the hands 
of the kaiser.

| HEIGHT AND WEIGHT. 


| Their Relation to a Man’s Chances For 
Long Life. 

The ideal insurance risk, from the 
point of view of height, is said to be 
from five feet seven inches to five feet 
nine inches tall. According to the Na- 
tional Fraternal congress, longevity 
nnd build have a close relation; the 
greater the variation in height from 
the above figure the greater the risk. 

Brockbank says that tall men are 
not so long lived as their brothers 
whose heads are nearer to the ground. 
Men who are both tall and stout are 
not as good risks as stout men of me- 
dium or below medium height, says a 
writer in American Medicine. They do 
not bear acute Ii!lness so well, and ac- 
cidents to them are likely to be more 
severe. 

Risks over the allotted limit of 
welght are especially liable to dia- 
betes, heart affections, apoplexy, gout, 
diseases of the kidneys and arterio- 
sclerosis; excessive eating and abuse of 
lalcohol are common among this class. 
'It is stated that stout men under forty 
'nre worse risks than those over forty 
and under sixty, and that men who 
were unduly fat while they were boys 
are considered poor risks, especially if 
the tendency is hereditary. 

Stout men are better average risks 
than thelr very thin brothers who are 
liable to tuberculosis and disorders of 
the nervous system. But for even the 
featherweight there is much consola- 
ton. He bears acute illness better 
than the heavyweight, and most of 
'the people living beyond the allotted 
threescore yeurs and ten are of light

New York, Aug. 3.—When Judge 
Elbert H. Gafy and Henry C. Frick 
took a midnight train from New York 
during the financial panic of 1907 to 
see President Roosevelt in Washing- 
ton about the taking over of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company by the 
Steel corporation to avert the col- 
lapse of the brokerage firm of Moore 
& Schley, Grant B. Schley, one of 
the most interested participants in the 
proposed transaction, knew nothing 
about the trip. 

Mr. Schley so informed the house 
committee of inquiry into the affairs 
of the steel corporation and he furth- 
er surprised the committee by the ad- 
mission that he could not say whether 
or not the transfer of Tennessee Coal 
and Iron stock was the means of pre- 
venting the financial demise of his 
brokerage firm. 

He also denied any knowledge of 
the existence of conspiracy by J. P. 
Morgan or by the United States Steel 
corporation or both, to discredit Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron stock in the 
money market. 


Mr. Schley averred that when the 
transter of Tennessee stocks to the 
steel corporation was suggested to 


clear up a bad money situation in New 
York, he had described to George W. 
Perkins how Tennessee Coal and 
Iron 
his corporation and how its vast ore 
and coal holdings were invaluable. 

Martin W. Littleton interrogated 
Schley and he was followed by Repre- 
sentative Stanley, chairman, and oth- 
er members of the committee. After 
giving the preliminary history of the 
conditions which led up to the sale in 
1907, Littleton asked Schley if he 
went to J. P. Morgan and disclosed 
to him his control of Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company stocks. “I never 
did,’’ Schley replied. 

In response to Mr. Young, as to 
why a loan from the steel corporation 
would not have sufficed to save Moore 
& Schley at that time, Schley re- 
plied that it would have necessitated 
the repayment of the money in a short 
time and involved further difficulty. 

As it was, they converted their as- 
sets, regarded as the worst collateral 
they had, into cash and with the $12,- 
000,000 realized immediately cleared 
up the situation. Schley told the 
committee of refusing an offer of aid

One of the great abuses of the frank- 
ing privilege, which, it is claimed. has 
beon fairly well eradicated now, was 
practiced for many years by persons 
apparently in the employ: of ‘egrtain 
railroad companies. Great quantities 
of government publications, of no use 
to any one, would be sent out to dis- 
tant points at the time that the period- 
lcal weighing of the mails was going 
on. : 

Wagon loads of these pouches would 
be sent under the frank of a congress- 
man who knew nothing about the ship- | 
ment and would be seat to somé man 
who knew nothing of its coming. The 
weight of this and of the hundreds of 
other shipments of like character 
would be credited to the railroads as 
part of the mail they carried during 
the weighing period. and for the next

‘ ward the abolisuinent of the congres- 
sional and government free postal 
frank, but it {fs at least one of a num- 
ber of steps that are tending in that 
direction. Charges that this right to 
use the mails without charge is badly 
abused have become so frequent that 
the lead{ng officials of the government 
are seriously considering its complete 
abolition and the giving of definite 
sums of money to members of con- 
gress and to the government depart- 
ments to pay their postage accounts. 

Members of congress persistently 
deny that the congressional frank {s 
abused, Whenever there is a charge 
of this kind an investigation ts usually 
demanded, and it usually fails to show 
any definite cases where family furni- 
ture, automobiles or cows are sent in 
the mail cars under the government 
free mail privilege. 

The facts are generally admitted, 
however, that the illegal use of the 
franks of congressmen by those not en- 
titled to them, the widespread distribu- 
tion of speeches and campaign docu- 
ments under the free mailing privilege 
and the recklessness with which gov- 
ernment departments have in the past 
poured all sorts of merchandise into 
the United States mails free of post- 
age charge have added a great burden 
to the cost of maintaining the postal 
system and have helped materially in 
creating a postal deficit.

Cause of Heavy Loss. 


Former Postmaster General Cortel- 
you figured iu 1904 that the free mail- 
ing system had caused a loss of $20,- 
000,000 to the post office department. 
The official figures for 1908, when all 
the free mail was weighed, show that 
the congressional franks took $518,385 
out of the post office department's in- 
come, and the “penalty envelope,” un- 
der which the government departments 
send mail, caused a loss of $5,219,661 
in the post oflice department's re- 
ceipts.

A vigorous campaign is proceeding 
in New Jersey this season to clean out 
the mosquitoes that have given the

In Montelair the health department 
began back in April to locate the pools 
of standing water where the pests 
breed. Low spots sheltering the skeets 
are adjudged a public nuisance, and it 
costs $10 for the privilege of maintain- 
gz one pool on your premises shelter- 
ing Such dangerous wild beasts. The 

ictical difficulty in encountered, 
however, that a land owner ean’'t be 
prosecuted until you actually catch 
him with the goods on in the shape of 
larvae proved to be mosquitoes. 

t is thus not always a simple matter 
to get rid of them. The skeet is a 
wary bird and he has a very keen 
sense for danger as many people real- 
ize in the dead of night, as he sings his 
paeam over their frantic acts to ad- 
minister him a spanking. 

Recent experiments on 12 ponds 
clese together having similar condi- 
tions, showed that in only one of them 
were there any mosquito larvae, and 
that one was a pond in which there 
were no fish, while all the others bred 
fish. 


In California the agricultural inter- 
ests are realizing this situation so 
keenly, that a state bird farm was 
created two years ago, which from this 
year is expected to turn out annually 
4000 to 8000 wild birds for distribution 
about the state. 

One big fruit ranch handling 11,000 
acres was one of the first to apply for 
| fledgeling birds for breeding on its 
lands. They did not ask for those

Quincy was named in honor of Col. 
John Quincy, descendant in the third | 
generation from Edmund, 2¢, who set- 
tled In Quincy, in 1634; grand-father 
of Abigail (Smith) Adams, the wife 
and mother of a President of the Uni- 
ted States, « 

The city includes Wollaston, Atlan- 
tic, Quincy Point, South Quincey, Wesi 
Quincy, Montelair, Norfolk Downs, 
Wollaston Park, Squantum, Houghs 
Neck, Adams Shore, Germantown and 
Quincey Neck, comprising in all over 
16 square miles, of which 2,530 acres 
are in public parks.

| LIQUID PORES. 


An Entertaining Experiment With Al. 


{ 
Tt fs not easy to imagine liquids as; 


having pores, though this seems to be 
the case as shown by certain familiar 
experiments. When a certain amount 
of powdered sugar jis slowly poured 
into warm Water, the water will dis- 
solve the sugar and appear to absorb 
it without iuereasing its volume) Sim- 
flarly, whew alcohols poured Into wa-, 
ter the resulting voiume is less that, 


For instance, if fifty parts of water 
and fifty parts of alcohol be mixed to-

other. This experiment, as. commonly 
pertorined in laboratories, consists in 
' putting measured quuntities of the two 
Hguids together, but the effect would 
be fur more striking were it possible 
for students to Sce oue of the Iquids 
uctually “soaking” Into the other. This 
can be done in the following way: 
Take two ginsses, one filled to the 
brim with water and the other witb 
alcohol. In order to show the effect 
to better advantage, color the alcohol 
with red ink. The glasses should not 
be over full—that is, the surface of the 
liquid should not bulge above the rim 
of the glass. When everything 4s 
ready, place a skeet of paper over the 
ecluss full of alcehol, and with a haud 
mt te pauper to keep it down on the 
rin of the giass invert the tumbler, 
| aud the liquid will remain in the glass, 
owlng to the uir pressure on the paper. 
Now place the Inverted tumbler over 
the glass full of water and carefully 
draw out the paper, This can be done 
without spilling a drop of alcohol, and 
yet as soon as the paper is removed 
ithe aleohol will commence to drop. 
Owing to the fact that !t fs colored it 
is possible to see the alcohol actually 
“soaking” into the water, while tiny 
' air bubbles that were formerly contain- 
; ed in the “pores” of the water rise 
slowly to the top of the tumbler. This

Port au Prince, Aug. 5.—With Si-| 
mon disposed of, attention has turned | 
to his successor and there {s much uz- | 
easiness regarding the future. Gen- 
eral Leconte and General Firmin both ; 
are avowed candidates for the prési- | 
dency. Neither leader has arrived | 
at the capital, but their followers hold! 
the city and the feeling between the | 
two parties is far from friendly. } 

The danger now is that neither 
general will be disposed to retire in} 
tavor of the other and that the issue | 
would be literally fought out. The} 
diplomatic corps is doing everything 
possible to avoid a conflict. They} 
held a conference to decide upon a) 
committee of public safety satisfactory | 
to all factions, to whom the security | | 
of the capital may be entrusted. 

The first committee chosen was | 
made up equally of Lecontists, Fir- | 
mists and neutrals, twenty-one in| 
all. | 

This was not satisfactory to the! 
Firmists and a new committee in| 
which they had the largest repre-| 
sentation was formed. | 

Some of the members refused to, 
serve and a third attempt to conciliate | 
all parties was necessary. Just now 
the followers of Firmin are in the ma- | 
in the city, but General Le-| 
conte with a large army is approach- | | 
ing.

JULY HEAT 


The weather of July will long be 
remembered for the unprecedented 
heat during the first two weeks of the 
month. Temperatures of 98 and 99 
degrees which are higher than any 
before recorded, were experienced 
on six days of this period, the ex- 
treme maximum being 99.3 
on the 3d. After the 13th moderate 
temperatures prevailed for the re- 
mainder of the month. The mean 
temperature of 74.5 degrees was the 
highest in 63 which is the 
length of the temperature record in 
Milton. The nearest. approach to 
this was in July, 1910, when the mean 
was 72.0 degrees. Other warm Julys 
occured in 1887, 1894 and 1908. 

Drought conditions persisted. dur- 
ing the greater part of the month, but 
were releived by the rains of the 24th 
and 28th, the fall of 3.32 inches on 
the latter day being the greatest in a 
single day since Sept. 15, 1904 when 
3.93 inches were recorded. The to- 
tal rainfall of the month of 4.55 inch- 
es was .94 inch more than the aver- 
age amount, and the most for July 
Since 1908. Last year the total was 

‘2.41 inches. A measurable quantity 
of rain fell on eight days 

There was much less relative hum- 
idity than is customary, the mean for 
the month being the lowest on record 
There was less than the usual cloud- 
i and an excess of sunshine. 
There was about the usual amount of 
wind and the maximum velocity for| 
the month was 50 miles per hour 
from the south on the 24th. The 
prevailing wind direction was south-!

The scene was quite 
an impressive one and a big crowd of 
workmen and visitors were present 
to see the monument loaded on the 
jumbo wagon, and hauled to the sta- 
tion by two of the city steam rollers. 
The biggest derrick at the quarry was 
used in placing the stone on _ the 
wagon. The base of the monument 
in itself is no small piece of granite, 
weighing about 20 tons, and measur- 
ing 12 by 9 feet. The monument it-! 
self is 9 by 6 by 9 feet, in dimensions 
and weighs over 40 tons. The two 
steam rollers are capable of hauling 
80 tons, so that there should be little 
difficulty experienced in getting the’ 
load to the _ station. Photographer 
Pierce Was present with his camera 
and took three pictures of the loaded 
wagon with the steam rollers attached. 
In order to get the wagon started, the} 
rollers were hitched on head to head 
the forward roller going backward. 
After the wagon was out on Quarry 
street the forward roller fell in be- 
hind. Among those present when the 
load started were Mayor Shea, Thomas 
Dunphy, secretary of the Granite Man- 
ufacturers asociation, Michael Shea, 
Robert Cantley, who got the contract 
for the monument, and many other 
well known granite men. The stone 
is to be a private memorial to one of 
the wealthy citizens of Greensburg. 
It will be shipped from here tonight 
and will reach its destination in three 
days’ time. The monument will be 
set up by a number of Mr. Cantley’s 
men who will go to New York this 
week.

There are two ways tn 
which the loop ine pipe could be made 
One is by running the line 
which comes across Town river down 
the Metropolitan sewer to the 
corner of Sea and Babcock etreet and 
the other by running another pipe 
across Town river to Rock Island and 
thence to Houghs Neck.

' jston---Ruled Senate Seven Years 


"” Was Dean Of Upper Branch Of 


Congress 


Lewiston, Me., Aug. 9.—The state 
of Maine lost its senior United States 
senator and an almost lifelong faith- 
ful servant when William Pierce 
Frye died at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Helen White, in this city. 
The end came at 3:55 p. m. At his 
bedside were Mrs. White and his cth- 
er daughter, Mrs. Alice Briggs, who 
also resides in Lewiston. Althongh he 


had been ill for a long time, death | 


came suddenly. 


Forced by the condition of his 


| health to resign as president pre tem- 


pore of the present special session of 
congress, although he retained his 


|} membership in the senate, Frye soon 
afterward made his last journey to the | 


city which had always been his home. | 


For several weeks his condition 
not considered necessarily dangerous. 
As late as 3:15 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon he appeared to be in a com- 
fortable condition. Shortly afterward 
it was seen that he was sinking rap- 
idiv, and at 3:55 o'clock he died. 

A general breakdown, due to his 
age and his extremely arduous career, 
is uscribed by Frye’s physicians as the 
canse of his death. 

Senator Frye was born in 
ton Sept. 2, 1830. He was a member 
of the commission that met in Paris 
in 1898 to adjust terms of peace be- 
tween the United States and Spain.

HOW TO GROW LAVENDER. | 


The Start Is Difficult, but After That It 
Flowers In Profusion. 

Ievender is hardy when it {8 once 
firmly estublished., but ft is not the 
easiest pereuntal to start fin this coun- 
try. At rst 1 bought nursery stock, 
but out of two dozen plaints, whieh i 
got from four different sources during 
two years, only one lived, and that was 


always a semi-invalid, so Ll resorted to! 


the slower method of sowing seed. 
In March a shallow box was filled 


| with potting mold, thoroughly soaked 


with water, then covered with about 
one-fourth of an inch of soil, patted 
down firmly, the box covered with 
glass and placed in a west window 
As soon as seedlings appeared the 
wis removed, but they were 
shaded from the direct sun and lightly 
sprinkled every morning. 

When two inches high they wer: 
transplanted to a deeper box and se 
two inches apart. About two months 
later they were transplanted to a part: 
fy shaded seed bed tn the garden, and 
the last two leaves were nipped off 
exch plant to insure a bushy growth. 
Cultivation was constant all through 
the summer until August, when they 
wore again transplanted, this tlme into 
a bed which was to be their permanent 
home—a border partly shaded by 
shrubs. It happened to be a very dry 
summer, so they were sprinkled every 
evening. 

When cool weather set in, leaves 
were scattered between the plants, and 
the quantity increased as the weather 
became more severe In the spring 
the muleh was removed and a little 
bonemeal raked into the ground 
around the plants. The ground must 
be covered every winter. and it is well 
to have n dressing of well rotted cow 
menure dug into the bed during the 
early fall

HOW TO GROW LAVENDER. 


The Start Is Difficult, but After That It 
Flowers In Profusion. 

Ivender is hardy when it {s once 
firoly estublished, but ft is not the 
easiest pereuntal to start fn this coun- 
try. At irst | bought nursery stock, 
but out of two dozen plants, which 1 
got from four different sources during 
two years, only one lived, and that was 
always a semi-invalld, so | resorted to 
the slower method of sowing seed. 

In March a shallow box was filled 
with potting mold, thoroughly soaked 
with water, then covered with about 
one-fourth of an inch of soil, putted 
down firmly, the box covered with 
glass and placed In a west window 
As soon as seedlings appeared the 
giess was removed, but they were 
shaded from the direct sun and lightly 
sprinkled every morning. 

When two inches high they wer: 
transplanted to a deeper box and se 
two inches apart. About two months 
later they were transplanted to a part- 
fy shaded seed bed in the garden, and 
the last two lenves were nipped off 
ench plant to insure a bushy growth, 
Cultivation was constant all threugh 
the summer until August, when they 
wore again transplanted, this time Into 
a bed which was to be their permanent 
home—a border partly shaded by 
shrubs. It happened to be a very dry 
summer, so they were sprinkled every 
evening. 

When cool weather set in. 
were scattered between the plants, and 
the quantity increased as the weather 
became more severe. In the spring 
the muleh was removed and 4a little 
bonemea! raked into the ground 
around the plants. The ground must 
be covered every winter. and it is well 
to have a dressing of well rotted cow 
mnure dug into “the bed during the 
early fall 

In June or July we always have 
huge quanfities of flowers.

Washington, Aug. 10,—That the 
| department of agriculture juggled the 
decision of a court because it held | 
| that benzoate of soda was harmful, | 
whereas the department decreed oth- 
| erwise, was one of the startling ad- 
; Missions made by Solicitor MeCabe 
when he continued his testimony be- 
fore the house committee investigat- | 
ing the Dr. Wiley controversy. | 

A representative of the gavernment | 
printing office was present with proots | 
of the opinion in its original and in | 
its altered form. McCabe assumed 
responsibility for eliminating the | 
words “benzoate of soda” and substl- | 
tuting in their place “caffein,” thus | 
supporting Secretary Wilson's deci- | 
sion in favor of benzoate of soda. He | 
had caused to be inserted the 
word “harmful” before “coal tar dye,” 
sald the solicitor. | 

Attorney Davis, counsel for Wiley, | 
produced an original paper from the | 
files of the printing office which had 
been sent there by the 
publications of the department of | 
agriculture for circulation throughout 
the country.

!a United States district court against 
the American Beyerage company al- | 
leged the use of cocaine, benzoic acid,

| fendant pleaded guilty to each of the | 
six counts, the third of which was the 
iuse of benzoic acid. On this count 
as on each of the other five counts 
the defendant was fined. 

The original papers to be used in 
publishing the judgment of the court!

THE COMPENSATION ACT 


probably no legislative act of re- 
cent years has been of so much im- 
portance to the public as the Working- 
men’s Compensation Act, passed by 
the Legislature of Massachusetts. For 
convient reference, we present the 
following synopsis, prepared by a 
member of the Massachusetts bar.

I am what my own family style, “a

I would advise those who desire in- 
formation concerning the raising of 
grapes for market to visit some sucb 
vineyard ag that of Prof. S. T. May- 
nard at Northboro, where, on several 
acres, he produces fruit that in the 
‘Worcester and other local markets 
sells for satisfactory prices several 
cents a pound more than the box fruit 
from outside the State. 

! When one has a choice a southern 
exposure is best for location but it is 
my practice to stick in a vine in any 
odd corner not taken up and it is sur- 
prising how many such are to. be 
found at planting time when one may 
have several vines on hand and no 
place in view for them. 

On my small place of only about one 
j}acre, on which are scores of apple,

referendum and recall and divers and 
sundry other ingenious devices for re- 
alizing the millennium by the reaéy! 
and simple method of voting it out of 
its present state of incubation. They |

Senator Suther- 
land's speech was aimed chiefly at the 
Arizona constitution, although he also 
included the New Mexico constitution 
within his condemnation. He acknowl- 
eiged that It was not fashionable to | 
find fauit with the political fads 
Which ure being intemperately advo- 
cuted under the claim of restoring gov- 
ernment by the people. 

“Any one,” said he, “who doubts the 
wisdom of the Initiative and referen- 
dum, the recall or the direct primary 
is at once set down by certain self | 
constituted guardians of the people's 
rights as a ‘reactionary’ or a *standpat- ; 
ter,” and only those who accept the 
whole programme from prologue to 
epilogue are considered worthy to be 
called progressive. 

“Somebody has defined a standpat- | 
ter as a man who has stopped and 
cannot start, and a progressive as one 
who has started and cannot stop. If 
these definitions are to be accepted as | 
accurate sensible people will avoid | 
both schools.”

“Senator Sutherland says that ‘when- 
ever our present form of representa- 
tive government proves ineffective or 
works badly the fault is not with the 
machine, but with those who are op- 
erating it; the remedy is for the peo- 
ple to exercise more care in selecting 
operating agents’ The people have 
long tried this remedy; now they will 
try changing the machinery by pro- 
viding a few new levers, drive wheels 
and brakes. The most important dif- 
ference between the views of Senator 
Sutherland and my own 1s clear. He 
believes the machine is all right, but 
the fault lies with the people. I be 
lieve the people are all right, but the 
fault Mes with the machine. 


Believes In Direct Primaries. 


“I believe in a direct primary, in- 
eluding a popular expression of choice 
for presidential and vice presidential 
candidates. Any man who was com- 
petent to chose between Mr. Taft and 
Mr. Bryan in the last election is com- 
petent to chose between Mr. Taft and 
Mr. La Follette in the coming prima- 
ries. By adoption of this system po- 
litical bosses, backed by campaign 
contributors, will be deprived of the 
power to select candidates, and thus 
presidents will be relieved of that em- 
barrassing obligation which the nomi- 
nee must feel toward those who have 
placed him in office. 

Popular government contemplates 
that all voters shall participate. The 
technical work of drafting a measure 
should be performed by men of skill 
in that particular, but the people as 
a whole are the best judges of the 
principles involved and can be trusted 
The welfare 
of states is safe from injury at the 
hands of men who have never gone 
beyond the multiplication table. The

The English Method of Dealing Out 
Supplies by the Week. | 
In the matter of small savings and |

The Earliest Ones Had Strenuous 
Initiation Rites. 


SEVERE TESTS OF COURAGE. 


The Egyptians Subjected Candidates 
to a Threefold Trial by Fire, by Wa- 
ter and by Air—The Order of Assas- 
sins and Their Sham Paradise. 


Among primitive communities in 
which might is right and the tyranny 
ef superstition is absolute minorities 
have always been treated with scant 
consideration, and overt dissent from 
the opinions of the majority had a 
tendency to militate against the stir- 
of the dissenter. Liberty of 
ht and action, qualified only by 
the rights of others, is a comparative- 
ly Jate growth. But thought dies hard 
and when denied open expression lives 
in secret imparted to a few chosen as- 
sociates until the times are ripe for it 
to be divulged. Thus a few thinkers 
and their disciples would band them- 
selves together into a secret society, 
and the instinct of self preservation 
would cause them to guard against 
their secret being revealed to the un- 
initiated. 

The earliest secret societies were 
religious rather than political. In the 
mysteries of Persia, India and Egypt 
an inner ring of priests formed an ex- 
clusive association whose members 
gradually became the repositories of 
the bulk of the learning of the com- 
munity. Seyere tests of courage and 
nerve were imposed upon all aspirants 
for admission to the order. Among the 
licyptians the neophyte was taken 
down a deep shaft in one of the pyra- 
mids and subjected to a threefold trial 
by fire, by water and by air. 

He had to walk across a grating of 
redhot iron bars, with narrow inter- 
stices whereon he might tread in safe- 
ty, to swim a wide and dark channel 
communicating with the Nile and to

PETRIFIED TREES. 


The “Stone Forest” One of California’s 
Natural Wonders. 
California, among many other natural 
wonders, contuins a “stone forest.” 
Phis is located in Sonoma county, only 
a few miles from the little resort of 
Calistoga Springs. This “forest” con- 
j sists of a great many petrified trees, 

all of which are prostrate. 

In respect to the great number of 
petrified trees and their immense size, 
the California “stone forest’ surpasses 
| that of Arizona. Strange to say, very 
little 1s known about these wonder- 
ful Sonoma county petrifactions—so 
| far as the general public is concerned. 
Many of these trees are of enurmous 
size. The famous “Queen of the For- 
est” is a prehistoric redwood about 
elghty feet long and nearly twelve feet 
in diameter. It has been broken in 
several places, and these breaks are as 
| clean as if cut off with a saw. A tree 
| has grown up through one of the breaks 
jand has attained quite a large size. 
| Another giant tree known as the *‘Mon- 
arch” lies near by, which is almost 
jninety feet Jong and is without a 


| break. This tree is a fir, and averages | 


| ten feet in diameter. Not far away is 
; another giant son of the forest—a red- 


| wood that is about sixty feet long and | 


!nine feet in diameter. This tree is 
| broken into many hundreds of pieces, 


yet.it retains its shape almost. perfect- | 


ily. Scattered ubout for the area of 
| Several acres are many other pieces of 
| petrifaction. So perfect has been the 
| transmutation into stone that the grain 
| of the wood still remains very clear, 
and the variety of the tree may be eas- 
| ly determined.—Scientific American.

RAILWAY MAIL PAY 


| Hitchcock Has New Plan to Save 
| About $9,000,000 Annually 
Washington, Aug. 16.—Radical re- 
adjustment from the methods of com- 
puting the pay of railways for trans- 
| porting the mails, which will effect 
an annual saving of approximately 
$9,000,000, is recommended to con- 


gress by Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock. 
| Mr. Hitchcock proposes to effect 


such saving by paying the railiroads 
on the basis of 6 percent profit. 

The method of fixing railway mail 
;pay ih accordance with weight has 
proved expensive and unsatisfactory 
and it is proposed to abandon it en- 
tirely, says Hitchcock.

mission of New

ing the executive power of veto was | 


based on his thorough disapproval of 
the recall of judges clause in the Ari- 
}zona constitution. 

The fact that New Mexico's state- 
hood was bound up with that of Ari- 
‘zona meted out to her the same fate, 
and neither territory can come 
the union at this time unless friends 
‘of the joint resolution in congress can 


muster the two-thirds vote necessary | 


ito pass the resolution over the presi- 
dent’s veto. This may be attempted. 

The president did not spare words 
in condemning the recall feature of 
the Arizona constitution which, he 
said, would compel judges to make 
their decisions “under legalized ter- 
jroism.” The recall provision would 
operate against all elective officers of 
Arizona, including both county and 
state judges. When 5 percent of the 
voters of the previous election peti- 
tioned for a special election to re- 
move an official such an election would 
be compulsory. 

“This provision of the Arizona con- 
| stitution,” the president says, “in its 


lapplication to county and state judges | 


;seems to me so pernicious in its ef- 
fect, so destructive of independence 
in the judiciary, so likely to subject 
jthe rights of the individual to the 
possible tyranny of a popular major- 
ity, and, therefore, to be so injuri- 
;ous to the cause of free government, 


containing it.” 


Much of the message was devoted | 


‘to a discussion of the functions of the 
courts under the constitution. The 
president dwelt at considerable tength 


on the necessity for freeing the judi- | 


|ciary as much as possible from politics 
or popular influence. And, referring 
to the recall provision, he asks:

THIRD DAY OF JOURNEY 


Atwood Reaches Toledo After Another 
Fine Aero Performance 
Toledo, O., Aug. 17.—Harry N. 
Atwood, who is attempting to break 


the world’s long distance aeroplane | 


record by flying from St. Louis to 
New York, alighted in Toledo after 
completing the third day of his trip 
with a sensational flight 2000 feet 
above the city. Toledo is 520 miles 
from his starting point. 

He covered the 133 miles from Elk- 
hart, Ind., to Toledo with only one 
stop, and in an actual flying time of 
2 hours and 56 minutes.

Experiment Proved Possibility o 
Grafting Vital Organs. 


—_—— 


The official obituary of a dog which 
had both kidneys removed and one of 
them replanted in the interests of scl- 
ence is published in the August num- 
ber of the Journal of Experimental 
Medicine by Dr. Alexis Carrel of the 
Rockefeller Institute For Medical Re- 
search. The dog lived two years and 
five months, raised two litters of pups 
and died from causes in no way re 
lated to the momentous operations to 
which it was subjected to prove the 
possibility of replanting and grafting 
vital organs. 

The first experiment was made on 
Feb. 6, 1908. The dog was put under 
an anaesthetic at 10:12 a. m., and the 
left kidney was taken out and dissect- 
ed. The kidney was washed with 
| Locke's solution and immersed in the 
! solution until the surgeons were ready 
| to replace it at the end of fifty min- 
utes. ¥ 

At 4 o'clock that afternoon the dog 
| Was able to walk and drink. The next 
day the animal appeared to be in nor- 
mal condition. Thirteen days later the 
| dog's right kidney was extirpated, but 
| the organic functions were performed 
perfecely by the remaining kidney, 
which had been taken out and re- 
placed. 

The dog continued to live in comfort 
under the surgeons’ eyes. In March, 
| 1909, she mothered eleven puppies, and 
in December, 1909, she had three more. 
| The following May Dr. Carrel examin- 
| ed her aghin and found her in excel- 
lent condition.

History of This Relic of the Revolu- 
tionary Patriots.

the crack in it and forever destroyed 
its resonant tone. It was cast by Pass 


& Stow in Philadelphia and hung ifn |

For more than balf a hundred years 
thereafter the bell was rung and hon- 
ored on Independence day every year 
before the crack appeared In it.

The bell was finally 
removed from the tower to a lower 
story of the statehouse and used only 
on extraordinary occasions. Uubse-

Although possibly a little premature 
to discuss football, it might not be 
amiss to tell of the changes which 
have been decided upon by the Rules 
committee. There are but three im- 
portant changes and all deal with the 
forward pass. The first is that in case 
of an incompleted pass the ball shall 
go in play from the point where it was 
originally put in play and not from 
the place where the pass was started. 
The second one is that a man may be 
tackled as soon as he has caught the 
ball on a forward pass. Last year he 
could not be tackled until he had tak- 
en one step. The third important 
change is that on a fumbled forward 
pass the ball shall be declared dead by 
the referee. Last year the ball re- 
mained in play and went to the side 
that secured it after the fumble. 
Other changes are shortening the in-!|

= GLUCOSE SOLD 
AS CORN SYRUP! 


‘Was Forbidden by Board of : 


Food and Drug Inspection 
ITS ORDER WAS WAS SUPPRESSED 


—— 


Concern Which Wis Affected Got 
Busy With Secretary Wilson and 
Succ¢eded In Having Ruling Over- 
turned by Cabinet Board of Food 
Control—Wiley Furnishes Sensa- 
tional Testimony Before Committee 


Washington, Aug. 18.—Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley told an amazing story of 
the manner in which three members 
of the cabinet, vested with jurisdic- 
tion in such matters, suppressed an 
order of the board of food and drug 
inspection forbidding the sale of glu- 
cose as corn syrup. The cabinet of- 
ticers followed this up with an order 
of their own expressely authorizing 
the sale of glucose under the name of 
corn syrup. The story Was brought 
Ouon cross-examination, 

The Corn Products company Was 
the concern at which Wiley and his 
associates on the board aimed their 


order. The company promptly hired 
thirty chemists to refute the Wilcy 
decision when Wiley attempted fo 


support his position by opinions from 
disinterested chemists,. and finally 
succeeded in having the three secre- 
'taries making up the board of food 
control reverse the order with the re- 
sult that today purchasers have no | 
means of knowing whether they are 
buying glucose or corn syrup. 

“I came to the conclusion,”  sai-l 
Wiley, “that the sale of glucose un- 
der the name of corn syrup was a vio- | 
lation of the law. We took the mat- | 
ter up with the board of food and drug 

| inspection and much to my gratifica- 
tion the board unanimously voted that 
the law was being violated. Accord- | 
ingly an order to this effect was pre- 
pared for publication. 

“While it was in galley proof at the 
printing office [ wrote to President | 
Bedford of the Corn Products com- 
pany, hotifyving him of onr decision 
The order of the board was never pnb 
lished. On the other hand a decision 
exactly the reverse of ours was made 
by the board of three secretaries and 
this decision was published and ours 
suppressed. 

“l have reason to know that the 
| Corn Products company got very busy 
after receiving my letter. It secured 
certificates from chemists, one of 
‘them afterwards a member of the 
Hemsen board, to the effect that the 
board of food and drug inspection was 
wrong. In one case I know money 
| was offered for the certificate wanted, | 
but the chemist to whom the money 
was offered rejected it. 
| “I then wrote to all chemists in the 
country charged with enforcing pure 
| food laws. From every one of these 
chemists I received a reply upholding 
our decision. President Bedford pro- | 
| tested to Secretary Wilson about this | 
activity on my part and Secretary 
' Wilson asked me what I was doing. 

1 told him. I then prepared a brief, 

which was a pretty good piece of 
| work. 1 furnished it to the Corn 
Products company. 

“Later it was printed, but I knew 
that Mr. Emory, state chemist for 
Wisconsin, had to appeal to a mem- 
ber of congress before he could get a 
copy of it. He wanted to use it in 
a case in the Wisconsin courts in 
which he was prosecuting the Corn 
| Products for selling glucose as corn | 
; syrup. ‘The supreme court of Wis- 
consin sustained Emory and_= sus- 
tained me, but the order of the three

LABOR MEN NOT GUILTY | geaTiy MAKES NEW RECORD 


Llaim Protection of Limitations Stat- 
ute In Contempt Case 
Washington, Aug. 21.—Samuel 
Gompers, John Mitchell and *#rank 
Morrison, Officials of the American 
Federation of Labor, filed pleas of 
not guilty of the contempt charges, 
preterred by Justice Wright of the, 
supreme court of the district of Col- 

umbia. 

After the United States supreme | 
court reversed Wright's original con- 
tempt finding and ordered that the 
labor leaders be allowed an opportuni- 
ty to apologize to the court or to make 
formal pleas, Wright ordered the de- 
fendants to make elaborate defenses.

WRECKED THE PIANO. 


Rubinstein Proved His Ability and Se- 
cured His Pass. | 

When Rubinstein, the composer, was 

yeuth he left Russia, his native 
-ountry. to study music in France and | 
Germany. He finished his studies when | 
he was twenty years old and then re- 
turned to St: Petersburg. ‘But before 
he could begin to give public recitals 
it was neceSsyry that he should have 
g pass from fhe police authorities, It 
was true he was a Russian subject and 
a very inoffensive young “man, but 
then he had«been absent fpom his na- 
tive land some time. He might have 
imbibed revolutionary ideas when 
abroad, and “it was best not to take 
any risks, but have him registered and 
kept under surveillance. 

Rubinstein applied to the police for 
a pass, but, probably because he was 
shy and mild mannered every official 
bullied him and gruffly passed him 
to another official equally rude and 
overbearing. [Finally he became so 
tired of the indignities that he went | 
to see the governor general. He had | 
just begun to tell his story when that 
dignitary roared: 


“You a musician? Pah! I'll put you , 
In irons and send you to Siberia! | 


That's the only fit place for such as 
you!" : | 

Rubinstein nearly fainted from | 
fright, Dut he got,away aus best he | 
‘ould. The days went by, and still no 
dass came to him. Some of his friends, 
however, knew of athe tregtinent he | 
had received. One day Rufinstein was | 
summened to appeur beore the chief 
of potlee, General Galichoff. Ie had 
to wait three*hours. At last he was 
called into the great man's presence 
and addressed as follows: « 

“Well, young man, I have been |

All this was said in a contemptuous | 
tone.

Here was 
an opportunity to be revenged for the 
insults heaped upon him. He would 
vent his indignation on the piano. 
And so he did. Ife pounded and ham- 
mered the poor instrument until it 
seemed to shriek. The discordant 
notes which came from it, falling upon 
his delicate ear, served but to increase 
his rage and frenzy. It was as if a 
eyclone was at work. String after 
string snapped. and the unhappy sec- 
retary stood by, expecting every min- 
ute that his beloved instrument would 
fly into splinters. At last Rubinstein 
stopped from sheer exhaustion.

In the end, the president said, the 
peace-loving, straight-thinking people 
of this country will be victorious, but 
the fight itself may be longer because 
it will be fought out to the end with- 
out bloodshed and the roar of the bat- 
tlefield. 

“Higher aims for the betterment of 
society, these new evils growing out 
of the concentration of wealth andj 
these combinations which, properly 
controlled, are a great good in the re- 
duction of the cost of production,” 
said the president, “have invited | 
from the active-minded of today sug- 
gestions of remedies that are so ex- 
treme that the medicine to many of 
us seems worse than the disease. 

“Those of us who are charged with 
the responsibility, and sobered with 
the difficulties, find ourselves in the 
middle of the road resisting the tend- | 
|eney to specialism on the one hand! 
and the inertia of reactionary content- 
ment with present evils and ambition 
for greater concentration of financial 
power on the other; but we are gradnu- 
ally solving the problem.” 

Peace was really the subject of the 
president's speech to the veterans, but 
he said he could not miss an oppor- 
tunity to draw an analogy between 
the contests of the past and those of 
the present and the near future. 
Turning aside from the purely national 
question, he took the general arbi- 
tration treaties with Great Britain and 
which the 
lations committee sought to amend, 
and which part of that committee 
labelled “breeders of war.” 

In none of the objections made by | 
the senate committee to the treaties 
could the president find substance | 
which would lead him to change his | 
mind as to their desirability. That 
they would prove breeders of war he 
could not conceive; that the Monroe 
doctrine might be held by European ; 
nations to be subject to arbitration he 
found was illogical and unfounded. If 
the senate rejects the treaties, the 
president said, he would have to abide 
by its decision, but that he intends to} 
keep up his campaign before the 
country to have them ratified he made | 
plain also.

Construction of the Fernbank dam 
was begun in May, 1905. If is about 
1,000 feet wide and is made up of 
wickets, each slightly more than three 
feet wide. At low water these wickets 
are raised, forming a dam twelve feet 
in height which extends across ihe en- 
tire river. When the river Is high the 
wickets are lowered and He perfectly 
flat on the bottom of the river. On the 
Ohio side Is located the lock, which ts 


used at low water. This lock is 1,800 
feet long with its approaches. The 
lock proper in which the boats are 


raised or lowered to the level of the 
river is 600 feet long and 110 feet wide. 
It requires about twenty minutes to 
pass a boat from one level to the other. 

The lock, which forms one of the 
most vital parts of the dam, is on the 
Obio shore. It is 600 feet long and 110 
feet wide, and the walls forming it are 
thick and heavy. The lock is closed by 
an upper and a lower gate made of 
steel and heavy timbers. Each gate 
Is operated by a compressed air en- 
gine. The lock is so large that it can 
hold and lock through several steam- 
boats or ten coal barges at once. When 
a vessel enters the lock from the lower 
pool the gates are closed and water 
pours into the lock through sixteen 
sluices in the upper wall of the lock 
to raise the level to that of the upper 
pool. There are also sluices in the 
gates, so that water may be admitted

This 
third station will obviate the necessi- 
ty of maintaining the boilers under 
pressure for aux. service in the har- 
bor, and which ought to result in bet- 
ter preservation of boilers and steam 
piping. Searchlight of sufficient num- 
ber and power will be conventiently 
located.
